Owing  to  the  War,  the  carrying  out  of  these  Schemes  was 
postponed,  except  as  indicated  above. 


,,  _T^n  yiew  importance  of  Housing  in  the  post  War  period 

the  Housing  Committee  have  been  thoroughly  into  the  question. 

The  Chairman  of  that  Committee  recommended  the  purchase  of  as 
many  building  plots  as  possible  at  an  early  date  so  that  Schemes 
may  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  circumstances  allow. 

This  is  a  most  valuable  contribution  and  will  do  much  to 
expedite  the  erection  of  houses. 


Although  the  population  has  diminished  somewhat  to  what  it 
was  during  the  first  year  or  two  of  the  War,  because  a  certain 
number  of  Evacuees  have  left  the  District,  there  is,  nevertheless 
a  certain  amount  of  overcrowding  still  present.  This  cannot  be 
alleviated  until  more  houses  are  built.  This  overcrowding  will 
no  doubt  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Housing  Committee  in 
formulating  their  future  plans. 


Inspections  of  houses  have  been  made  and  repairs  carried 
out  where  urgently  necessary.

DYSENTERY 


There  was  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  at  a 
Residential  Nursery  at  Tyringham.  It  began  in  July 
and  was  caused  by  a  child  being  sent  from  London 
who  had  been  in  contact  with  Dysentery  there. 

The  inmates  of  'the  Institution  consisted  of 
20  children,  10  of  whom  were  under  1  year,  and  a 
Staff  consisting  of  a  Matron,  4  Nurses,  19  Students, 
a  Cook  Housekeeper  and  4  Domestics. 

The  outbreak  was  investigated  by  the  Emergency 
Laboratory  at  Oxford.  The  organism  causing  it  was 
the  Flexner  Bacillus. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  outbreak  was  the 
extreme  mildness  of  the  disease.  No't  only  were  there 
no  deaths,  but  none  of  the  children  were  ill  for  more 
than  a  day,  and  a  number  of  persons  were  excreting  the 
Bacilli  without  any  symptoms  of  the  disease.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


This  matter  was  seriously  tac  led  by  the  Oouncil  in 
1941  and  the  drive  has  been  maintained  since. 

The  principle  acted  on  was  that  each  School  in  the  area 
should  be  visited  by  a  Medical  man  and  a  Nurse  to  carry  out  the 
inoculations.  This  entailed  a  good  deal  of  preliminary  work. 
The  Head  Teachers  we re  approached  and  asked  to  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  par-ants  of  as  many  children  as  possible. 
This  onerous  duty  was  willingly  undertaken  and  a  great  deal  of 
credit  is  due  to  them.  The  Education  Authority  was  also  most 

helpful  in  placing  the  Schools  at  our  disposal  and  starting 
propaganda  through  their  Health  Visitors.  In  all  22  Schools 
under  the  Education  Committee,  and  3  Private  Schools,  were 
visited.

These  figures  show  that  it  is  more  difficult  to  reach 
children  under  5  than  those  between  5“15  years.  This  is  because 
those  under  5  do  not,  as  a  rule,  attend  school.  Theoretically, 
these  children  should  be  contacted  at  the  Welfare  Centres,  but  in 
a  scattered  district  like  this  only  a  small  percentage  attend 
the  Centres. 

The  only  way  to  reach  those  under  5  is  to  get  them 
immunised  by  their  own  Doctor. 

I  shall  ask  the  Council  early  in  the  New  Year  to  adopt  a 
Scheme  whereby  private  Practitioners  can  immunise  children  under  5 
at  their  own  homes  or  at  the  Doctor1 s  Surgery,  the  Council  paying 
the  Doctors  an  agreed  fee.
